Cure For Hard Times 

3usiness conditions in Canada are not good at the present time, and, 
while this Dominion is probably in better shape than most countries, that in 
itself is poor consolation. Instead of endeavoring to find excuses for present 
conditions, the chief business of every individual citizen should be to find a 
remedy and effect an improvement. And the hopeful feature of the situation 
is that an improvement is not contingent on what Governments, Banks and 
big financial and industrial corporations may, or may not, do. Betterments 
will be the result of the actions of individuals. 

Somebody made the remark a short time ago that hard times had come. 
This is challenged by one of the most widely travelled and best informed | 
men in Western Canada who says that the person making such a remark was} 
in error, and that he should have said “soft times have gone.” We are not 
so sure that even this is the correct way of putting it. Rather we would 
say that too many people are acting on the assumption that ‘soft times have 
come, 

There is only one remedy for the existing economic ills from which all 
are suffering, and that is work. Not work by a few, but work by all. Not 
a minimum of work, but the full maximum of work of which one is capable. 
Not work as it is advocated by the six-to-eight hour day, five days a week, 
agitators but work as understood in the biblical injunction “six days shalt 
thou labor’—that is a hard, honest day’s work. 

A financial man who recently made an extended trip throughout West- 
ern Canada studying conditions, states that wherever he went he heard such | 
questions as, “What are the banks going to do?” “What are the manufac- 
turers, the railways, the Governments, the farmers, going to do?” Sut in 
no single instance did he hear a business man or artizan say what HE was 
going to do. There is, as this man said, a mighty serious epidemic of ‘Let | 
George do it” sweeping the country at the present time, and many business 
men have the disease in a more or less virulent form, 

Commenting on the situation as this man found it, a writer in one of the 
trade journals says: “It has got so that the popular indoor and outdoor sport 
of today is ‘passing the buck,’ and yet we are wondering what is the matter 
with business. We are all waiting for the other fellow to start something, 
and feel deeply offended when he signals for us to make the first move. The 
world has grown so used to play that it cannot settle down to work. The 
boss is talking and thinking golf. In a few weeks he will be playing golf, 
and his employees pattern themselves upon him. ‘The stenographer spends 
the best part of her short working day planning what she will wear to the 
next dance. The office boy is wondering how many grandmothers he will ; 
be able to safely bury during the baseball season. It is the aftermath of 
the boss taking up golf, under the excuse that he is ‘keeping himself fit to} 
play more golf.” / 

“There’s nothing wrong with business that I can see,” said this observant 
traveller, “but there is a whole lot wrong with business men, Too many 
people are drawing their pay and their breath, and that is about all they do 
draw—they are trying to look prosperous even if they don’t feel prosperous.” 
They are wondering, and waiting, for others to get busy while idling them- 
selves, 


It is well to remember, declares the trade journal from which we have 
already quoted, that success comes in cans and failures in can’ts. There 
is only one letter between the two, but it makes all the difference in the 
world as far as results are concerned, and it is results that count. 

The remedy for present hard times, or soft times, is to get away from 
present-day delusions, and to get back to the good old biblical methods, | 
namely, hard work, bending the back, elbow grease and by the sweat of 
brows, coupled with the average amount of brains and general thrift, things 
will soon right themselves. 

The great present-day need is confidence coupled with energy and a will 
to do. Confidence in our country and in our country’s institutions, but 
above all confidence in ourselves. It is time we quit blaming all our mis- 
fortunes and troubles on the war, and after-war effects. Millions of men 
and women during the war learned to look to Governments and semi-govern- 
ment institutions for clothing, food, and the wherewithal to live. This was | 
inevitable when men were taken from their ordinary avocations for military 


service, But the time has long since arrived when people must stop leaning | 
on sueh supports, and must exert themselves and provide for themselves, In- | 
stead of relying on others to do for them, they must do for themselves. In 


a word, they must develop their old self-confidence and set to work for them- 
selves. 

Until all individuals realize these things, and until they learn that a 
continuance of so-called soft times in reality means and brings about hard } 
times, the country will wallow in the slough of business depression and un- 
employment.

Why it ticks 
off seconds, we probably do not know, 
and furthermore do not care—we 
simply know that it is its business to} 
do so. However, there is a reason; | 
it is dependent upon the length of | 
the pendulum and upon the force or 
gull that causes it to oscillate. If 
we change its length the period will | 
be different, or if .we change the | 
‘orce or pull, retaining the same} 
length, the period will again be differ 
ent. 

The pull or force is essentially 
attraction of the earth upon the dis- 
placed bob of the pendulum, so that if| 
we allow a pendulum of invariable 
length to swing in different parts of 
ihe earth and note the number of 
swings it makes, say in an hour or in 
a day, it will give us a measure for 
determining the difference of pull or) 
attraction of the earth, which would 
mean that it would tell us the rela- 
distance that we are from the 
centre of the earth at the various 
stations of observation, From this!

| International Science Coafaconee! 


Canada Will be Well Represented at 
Meeting in Rome 


Whenit was decided to hold an In- 
ternational Science Conference at 
Rome in May of this year, the Na 
tional Committee of Canada appointed 
five delegates, three of whom are be- 
ing sent to the conference by their re- 
spective departmnts in the Dominion 
Government service. These are Dr. 
Otto Klotz, Director of the Dominion 
Observatory, representing astronomy; 
Dr, E. Deville, Surveyor General; and 
Dr. W. Bell Dawson, Superintendent 
of the Tidal and Current Survey, De- 
partment of the Naval Service, Ot- 
lawa. 

In explaining the scope and work of 
the Internotional Science Conference, 
Dr. Dawson states that “at the time 
that the League of Nations was form- 
ed in 1918, there was held in London 
an International Allied Conference to 
consider the necessity for the forma- 
tion of a new international scientific 
organization.” In November, 1919, a 
further conference was held in Paris, 
and it was at this conference that the 
International Research Council came 
into existence. Under this council 
there are two unions, namely, the In- 
ternational Astronomical Union and 
the International Union of Geodesy 
and Geophysics. All the Allied coun- 
tries were invited to participate in the 
necessary arrangements, and to co- 
operate with the International Re- 
search Council. In conformity with 


a general resolution which was pass-! of 


ed by that council, each International 
Committee shall be formed of repre- 
sentatives of appropriate scientitic 


societies and public services, and by | stern 


representatives of the Government. 
shall be~ nominated by the principal | 
Academy of Science of the country 
concerned, or by its own National Re- 
search Council, or by some other com 
petent National Institution. 

“Astronomy in Canada is carried on 
extensively by the Dominion Govern- 
ment which has a Dominion observa- 
tory in Ottawa, and an Astrophysical 
observatory at Victoria. ‘The subject 
also ably supported by the Royal 
Astronomical Society which has its 
headquarters at Toronto. It is thus 
quite fitting that an international 
committee representing astronomy, 
should be formed in Canada.

“Under the International Organiza-! 


the Union of Geodesy and Geophysics 
is still more comprehensive. The 
work carried on under this heading by 
the Dominion Government is under 
the direction of four different depart- 
ments, In the Department of the In- 
terior, there is a Topographical Sur- 
yey under the Surveyor-General the 
jyeodetic Survey of Canada, including 
triangulation and levelling,-and also 
the investigation of earthquakes and 
terrestrial magnetism under the direc- 
tion of the Dominion Observatory, In 
two other departments, there are the 
Geological Survey, and the Meteoro- 
logical Service for the study of clim- 
ate. In the Naval Service Depart- 
ment there is the Hydrographic Sur- 
vey engaged in making charts of the 
coastal regions and the Great Lakes; 
and the Tidal and Current Survey, 
which includes the investigation of 
the tides on the eastern coasts of 
Canada and on the Pacific, as well as 
in Hudson Bay. 

The National Committee of Geodesy 
and Geophysics for Canada includes 
the men at the heads of these various 
branches in the Government service, 
as well as a professor in one of our 
western universities, making ten in 
all.

The Shinyo Maru was exactly one 
days journey out of Honolulu when 
the master, Captain Maki, saw the 
iceberg. At first he could not be- 
lieve his eyes, and supposed that it 
was a particularly iarge whale, but 
when he turned his glasses upon the 
object it was evident what it was.

Seed ‘Treatment j 


On February 4, 
Prince of Wales, 


1922, the old Fort 
which occupies the 
west peninsula at the mouth of tne 
Churchill River, Hudson Bay, was 
placed by order in council, under the 
control of the National Parks Branca 
of the Department of the Interior, 
and will henceforth be preseryed as 
one of the chief historic memorials 
of West--n Canada. The old fort 
has the distinction of being the most 
northerly fortress on the American 
continent, and, at the time of its com- 
pletion, in 1747, was the strongest 
fort in North America, not even 
cepling Quebec. 

According to the original plans its 
walls were to have been 42 feet thick, 
but, owing to some objection on the 
part of the Governor they were first 
built 25 feet thick. This, however, 
was judged inadequate, after a certain 
amount of heavy gun practice, and 
one section of the wall was pulled 
down and rebuilt according to the 
Original specifications. The fort 
mounted 40 guns, carrying from 6 to 
24 pounds, 

In August, 1782, Samuel Hearne, 
the Hudson’s Bay explorer and 
Governor of Fort Churchill, received 
the astonishing information that Eng- 
land and France were at war, and 
that Admiral de la Perouse, with u 
force of 400 soldiers, was waiting out 
Side of the fort for his surrender, As 
a prisoner, he witnessed the efforts of 
the French Admiral to demolish the 
massive fortifications, which had tak- 
en fourteen years to build. Since 
that time the fortress has remained a 
picturesque and romantic ruin, unce) 
tain of its fate, and always in danger 
of being blotted from the national 
memory. There is now every prob- 
ability that, in the course of time and 
as opportunity offers, the old fort will 
receive the attention and care from 
the National Parks Branch that are 
being devoted to other historic sites, 
and that the old ruin, with the fifty 
acres of land attached, will become an 
interesting feature of the ever-extend- 
ing scheme of Dominion parks. 


The Necessity for Clean Seed 


@x- 


Properly Equipped Fanning Mill is 
Essential on Every Farm 
To maintain the farm In a clean 


condition and free from weeds it is 
necessary that the seed sown should 
be clean, whether it be grain or grass. 
As few people buy all of their seed, 
a properly equipped fanning mill on 
every farm is a practical necessity. 
While a new mill is to be preferred, 
this is not always necessary. At 
times like the present when economy 
has to be practised, an old fanning 
mill can often be put into condition 
to do work with comparatively little 
expense. In most districts in the 
older settled parts of Canada there 
are many fanning mills that were 
bought fifteen or twenty years ago. 
They may have been originally equip- 
ped with thoroughly good sieves, in 
fact, the best in those days, but when 
wires become bent and sieves broken 
the mill, however good it may be in 
other ways, cannot be depended on to 
separate seeds as it should. It may 
be that new sieves for these particu- 
lar mills cannot in all cases be pro- 
cured, but theré still remains a means 


for their renewal. ‘The seed labora- 
tories at Ottawa, Winnipeg and Cal- 
| gary, ure prepared to examine sam- 
| ples of seed at any time with a view 
to advising what sieves to use and 
where they may be obtained, For

The hospitat has taken over a year 
to build; it cost ,000 dollars, and 
the expense of running St will be over 
15,000 dollars a year, Although Point 
Barrow has @ population of only nine | 
white people, including the doctor and | 
nurse in charge of the hospital, and 
about 450 Eskimos, the hospital is! 
really to verve an area of 60,000 | 
aquare miles. | 
Later it is hoped to send an assist-; 
ant, or perhaps two, to help the doc 
tor and nurse, and there is also to be 
& housekeeper and a_ porter. The! 
building and. equipment of this hos- 
pital are a triumph of enterprise and 
a trophy of advanced civilization. The | 
materlals were sent from the United} 
States to Nome by steamship, and 
thence on small schooners to Point 
Barrow. ‘The journey had to be made 
during the short summer, but even! 
then tho weather was treacherous. 
Fierce storms asasiled, the small 
achooners, which became separated in 
& gale, and one was carried to the} 
Siberfan coast and damaged before it 
eventually reached its destination.!

If the Eskimos were astonisned at} 
the main building, they were amazed 
to see the tall chimney go up, and 
when the electric Nght shone out for 
the first time they were struck dumb} 
with fear. Very soon, however, their 
terror passed, and now their chief de-4 
light 1s to handle the switches and 
turn the light on. 

The hospital is equipped witn 
twelve beds, but it has accommoda- 
tion for seventy. ‘The nearest settle- 
ments to Polnt Barrow are one 360 
miles to the south and another 400 
roiles to the east, so there will be lit- 
- tle society for the doctor and nurse. 

Who could withold a tribute of 
praise from the little white staff who 
will labor in this lonely and inhos- 
pitable place to relieve the sufferings 
of a handful of natives scattered over 
@ vast area of 60,000 square miles?

100 Miles Away 


Tremors Travel at Rate af 180 Miles 
a Minute 

Proof that the so-called solid earth 

is really a stiff jelly, is believed to be 

provided in the discovery that waves 


{beating on the shore cause the carth 


to tremble. 

Professor J. W. UWvans, eminent 
geologist, reported to the Royal In- 
stitution that he has obtained at West 
Bromwich, in the English Midlands, 
seismeta records of wave quakes 
produced by Atlantic rollers dashing 
against the shores of Western Ireland, 
100 miles away. 

His co-ordinated recording instru- 
ments showed that the tremors travel 
through the rocky strata of the 
earth's crust at the rate of 180 miles 
a minute, 

The technical name of

Good Yield of Hay 


Showing the Value of Alfalfa in the 
Hay Mixture 

While hay yields last summer 
throughout Wastern Canada were 
much below the average, rather as- 
tonishing results were reached at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
where a five ton yleld was secured on} 
a forty-acre field. The Dominion 
Field Husbandman gives a descrip- 
tion of the methods adopted to bring 
about such a satisfactory crop, The 
soil {s underdrained and is a kind of 
sandy loam. A three-year rotation 
of corn, oats and hay has been fol- 
lowed, the corn land being manured 
at the rate of eighteen tons per acre. 
The hay mixture consisted of ten 
pounds of red clover, two pounds al- 
sike, six pounds timothy and six 
pounds alsike. The major portion of 
the crop consisted of red clover and 
alfalfa, but the alsike and timothy 
were used in case the former crops 
might winter kill The crop of five | 
tons per acre was taken from three! 
cuttings; the first cut, consisting 
mainly of red clover and alfalfa in 
equal proportions, gave three tons; 
the second cut, consisting mainly of 
alfalfa, one ton; and the third cut, 
consisting exclusively of alfalfa, one 
ton per acre. Such a result surely 
emphasizes the value of including al- 
falfa in the usual hay mixtures in dis- 
tricts where alfalfa will grow. Al- 
falfa also improves the fertility of the 
soll, Although the yield last year of 
five tons per acre was rather out of 
the ordinary, the yield for the past 
ten years at the Central Experimental 
Farm has been good, averaging 3.37 
tons per acre per year.

The Spread 
Of Radio 


Modern Invention Creates a Protiicm 
Which Calle for Official 
Attention 


There has been nothing in the maag- 
ical story of modern invention to 
equal the sudden and rapid spread . 
of radlo-telephony. The progress of 
wire telephony, and eyen wireless 
telegraphy was slow in comparison, 
A year ago it was & toy for a few. 
Today United States Secretary 
Hoover estimates that at least 600,000 
and perhaps a million amateurs in 
North America have some form of 
receiving apparatus. In Philadelphia 
and New York apartments are to be 
bullt equipped with instruments for 
recelying radio-telephone measages, 
music and the like. 

This popularity has created a prob- 
lem which calls for official attention 
in both the United States and Canada. 
It is necessary to regulate the wave 
length so as to prevent amateur inter- 
ference with business messages. Un- 
less some order and system {s impos- 
ed on radio-telephone users, the very 
air will be a weird jangle and chaos. 
The new device will bring pioneers, 
explorers, mariners and all people in 
lonely places into human touch with 
the busy haunts of men, but there are 
some disadvantages for those who 
would escape the din of civilization. 
Says the New York Nation: “Think of 
the tragic fate of some future Thoreau 
who goes to his beloved woods in 
search of solitude only to find the 
night made suddenly hideous by the 
famous laughing saxaphone played at 
station X Y Z and received and ampli- 
fled by equipment {fn possession of the 
Boston Boy Scouts in camp not far 
away.” But {nyention has been for a 
century sending the recluse farther 
afield, and {t is not likely to defer to 
him now, even were he as eloquent as 
Ruskin, who viewed the rallway as a 
desecration of nature. In the era of 
radio-telephony on which we are en- 
tering it will be no figure of speech 
to say that the world {s a whispering 
gallery.—The Toronto Globe. 


Gasoline Cars for Railways 


Future of Self-Propelled Type Con- 
sideration of National Line 
Managers 
The future of the self-propelled 
gasoline railway car to meet the 
needs of branch lines service and with 
due regard to operation cost has been 
considered by the Canadian National 
Railways management according to 
Hon. W. C. Kennedy's railway state- 

ment in the House. 

Hon. Mr. Kennedy said that & 
problem which in recent years had 
confronted rallway managements 
was that of providing suitable sery- 
{ce on branch lines at a cost not 
out of proportion to the earnings 
and capable of meeting many cases 
of motor car competition. For this 
the self-propelled gasoline car seem- 
ed to be most suitable. The Cana- 
dian National aRilways had been ao 
tive in obtaining experience with 
this plan of operation. Much must 
depend upon the attitude of railway 
labor toward the self-propelled car 
|which could take care of branch 
line services if expenses of operation 
were not made too costly in the mat 
ter of wages. In this effort to cut 
excessive costs, and yet provide rea- 
sonable service, the co-operation of 
railway labor was invited. 

“As a matter of fact,” the minister 
stated, “these branch lines suffer 
not only from heavy cost of opera 
tion, but from the competition of the 
motor car and motor truck, a competl- 
tlon Which is increasingly felt each 
year by all ratlways.”

Baku’s Oil King 
Rebuilding Fortune 


Ruined by Soviet Nationalization is 
Optimist Though Over 100 

At the age of 101 years, Hadji Tag 
iev, Baku’s former oil king, who was 
ruined by Soviet nationalization of his 
property, has started to rebuild his 
fortunes where he began—as a stone 
mason, 

Hadji Tagiev is an optimist. up ¥ 
man isn’t old so long as he can work,” 
he declared, and like a true Mussul- 
man he continues to dye his white 
beard brown. 

He is using his spare moments in 
learning to write. For more than 80 
years he had signed his name to busi- 
ness papers by making his mark with 
a blunt stick dipped in ink. 

“One must keep up with the times,” 
he explained to curious friends when 
the centenarian began to take lessons. 

Tagiey is known to Americans 
through his reception in his Baku 
palace two and a half years ago 
of the General James H. Harbourd 
mission. He is known throughout 
Russia and the Middle Hast as an 
example of a poor man who became 
immensely wealthy, first as a house 
builder, and then, 60 years ago, 
through the purchase of a piece of 
oil land that yielded abundantly. This 
was in the days when oil was gather- 
ed close to the surface and taken 
from wells in buckets. 

When the Azerbaijan republic was 
Sovietized by Moscow, his palace was 
converted into a children’s orphanage 
and its treasures of art and tapestry 
scattered. While trying to take some 
of his silver plate and paintings to 
the country in ox carts apparently 
laden with straw, a red sentinel at 
the outskirts of the city discovered 
and seized the escaping wealth. 
Tagiey was beloved by the workmen 
of Baku and was not harmed in per- 
son. 

He is now living in the village of 
Marda Khan, near Baku,

Coming from Illinois

(Special Correspondence by G. £. 


Porter, of Winnipeg) 

Chicago, Ill.—Illinois, the Rreat corn

Examining Fabrics by X-Rays 


Can Test Fibre in Automobile Tires 


by this Process 

X-rays have beén employed in re- 
cent years for many other purposes 
than that of examining the tissues of 
the body. They have been employ- 
ed in the examination of metals and 
of manufactured articles such as aero- 
One of the latest and 
most interesting applications is in the 
testing of the fibres of the canvas 
used in the manufacture of pneuma- 
tic motor tires. In order to give a 
distinct X-ray photograph the yarn 
or canvas must be soaked in very 
dense materials which absorb the X- 
rays. This tregtment is apt to dam- 
age the fibre, but a British company 
has managed, after many expert- 
ments, to produce a_ solution with 
which the material can be impregnat- 
ed without any deterioration. The X- 
ray examination shows the extent to 
which the warp and the woof stretch, 
and it also reveals the changes in 
structure and in strength which a 
canvas undergoes when soaked in rub- 
ber solution. By means of this high- 
ly scientific treatment it is possible 
to determine how the canvas should 
be woven to remain square and 
strong.
